The Discovery of the Fire. 

The fire was first discovered by Mr. Steve 
Grady, who was going from his saloon on 
Alabama street to.his home. It was then just 
half-past twekve o'clock, and the discovery 
was due to tlye lateness of the hour and the 
‘darkness which prevailed. In passing the 
front of thé building, Mr. Grady’s attention

him that/ the light emanated from the burn- 
ing floog in the rear of the building and that 
the flares were fast eating away the heavy 
timbeys that supported the second floor. With 
abownd he sprang into the middle of the 
Street aud began crying ‘‘iire’’ at the top of 
his Woice. His cries were heard by the police- 
mepi who were at the station house, and by 
thgm taken up = and until 
tive air rang with the alarm. Then, 
i & short time, the clear peals 
»f the bell at engine house, No. 1, called the 
firemen to their respective companies. As to 
the origin of the fire, there is yet no certainty. 
It is thought, however, that the watchman 
neglected his duty and that the basement 
floor caught from an overheated furnace. 
One of the clerks was in the counting room 
until half past eleven o'clock, and when he 
left everything was in perfect order. The 
watchman was then at his post and the build- 
ing was safe.

The Arrival and Work of the Fire Companies. 

Soon after the bell rang the alarm steamer 
No. 1 put in an appearance and in a few sec- 
onds the other and the Hook and 
Ladder company had taken positions around 
the fire. Aline of hose was attached to the 
water plugs at the corner of Alabama and 
Pryor streets and another to the plug in front 
of the station house, and an effort to 
deluge the flames was then made, but 
for some cause the water did not flow freely, 
and the fight between the fire and water was 
a farce. The apparent want of pressure was 
soon detected, and the water-works were tele- 
graphed to put on all possible power. To this 
a response was received in theshape of a bet- 
ter, bigger and more powerful stream, which 
shot through the nozzle with force and ra- 
pidity, but which come too late to be of any 
service in savingthe Biock factory. 

Soon after the fire department came upon 
the ground an entrance to the lower flocr 
was effected through a door on Pryor street, 
and through this the bardy firemen rushed, 
but the smoke was suffocating and a hurried 
exit was the result. Then a line of hose was 
carried into the door and an effort to extin- 
guish the fire made, but the stream of water 
wrs not equal to the demand, and again the 
firemen were compelled to leave the building. 
After this second evacuation of the storeroom 
by the firemen, Chief Haney, seeing their 
inability to fight the fire on_ the 
inside, concentrated his efforts on the outside. 

But here again an insurmountable obstacle 
presented itself. The fire by this time was 
eating its way to the roof and the flames were 
leaping from the windows on the second, 
third and fourth floors. The firemen soon 
found that the water could not be thrown this 
heighth and all hopes of saving the building 
were abandoned and the labors of the firemen 
were turned to the adjoining build- 
ings. At first the Block building 
@:urned slowly, but after the flames had gained 
th.e roof the deStruction was rapid. In the 
fe Jow er part of the building was stored away 
' °° darge quantities of fire works, and these 
_ -explooed in rapid succession, creating quite 
an exci.ement and aiding no little in the de- 
struction or the house. 

The walls of the building were generally 
considered inferior hy the firemen, and no 
amount of persuasion could induce them to 
ascend to the rvof of the building in order to 
«arry water to the rescue of the adjacent 
buildings and the early period at which the 
wails fell to the ground proved the wisdom of 
their refusil,

The Progress of the Fire. 

From the Block building the flames leaped 
across Pryor street to the Wilson house, and 
in less than fifteen minutes after the firemen 
began work on the Block building, the total 
7 destruction of the Wilson house was gener- 
— * ally conceded. 

“Se Thebuilding was used as a hotel and was 
well filled with guests, the greater portion of 
whom had retired and many of whom escap- 
ed in their night clothes. The hotel was a 
three story building and burned rapidly, and 
in less time than an hour was entirely des- 
troyed. The furniture was also entirely des- 


troyed. 

Opposite the Block factory, on Ala- 
bama street, was a handsome three story 
stucture belonging to Crpain Harry 

_ Jackson. The windows were furnish 
ed with elaborate frames and _ these 
served as a kindling to start the fire that in 
less than an hour consumed the building, 
Next to this building was a two-story brick 
belonging to the same gentleman, and _ this, 
too, was burned in a short while. This 
breught the fire on that side of Alabama 
to the two-story block belonging to Senator 
Brown, when a halt was called. 

Adjoining the Block building on Alabama 
street was a two-story brick, belonging to 
Mrs. Willis Chisholm, and occupied by Jno. 
Stephens. This caught from the Block 
building and was totally destroyed, though 
the walls are yet standing. 

: After eating up the Chisholm building the 

* flames suspended in that direction and the 

fire concentrated itself on the block in which

<a Extinguishing the Flames. 
One steamer was located on Alabama street, 
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Pryor, near Hunter, another near the 
ball house corner, and another at the corner 
of Alabama and Loyd streets, and from these 
and a couple of plugs the entire quantity of 
water used was drawn. The _ steamers 
did good work, and but for 
what they did the town would have 
been destreyed. The most heroic work done 
during the night was in checking the progress 
of the flames on Alabama street. Early in 
the engagement the firemen ascertained that 
they could not force the water to the tops of 
the buildings, and as the heat was too intense 
inside they were compelled to peril their 
lives by climbing to the roofs or see the entire 
street After some hesitancy Captain 
Joyner, foreman of the hook and ladder, and 
Henry Beermann placed a ladder again t 
the Simpson building and went 
up. As they Climbed to the 
roof they were saluted with cheer after cheer, 
and the work which they did while there 
proved they were entitled to the applause. 
That they, by the aid of the hose which they 
carried up the ladder with them, arrested the 
progress of the fire on that side of Alabama 
street no one that was present doubts. 

At one time it was generally believed that 
the flames were beyond all con- 
trol, and the total destruction 
of Alabama, Whitehall and Pryor streets 
was feared. So prevalent was this opinion 
with merchants along Whitehall that many 
of them began packing in order to be ready 
for removal when the flames reached their 
houses. 
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The Losses Estimated. 

The building occupied by Block's candy 
factory was the largest and most important 
building that was destroyed. It was four 
stories above the ground, and was one of the 
handsomest buildings in the city. It was 
almost new and had been taken by Mr. Block 
fora term of years.

The second floor of the building was occu 
pied by Bradstreet’s commercial agency, the 
office of Messrs. McPherson & Sams, railroad 
agents; M. J. Taylor & Co., brokers; Hubbard 
Bros., publishers; Hugh Colquitt, law 
oftice, and Dr. Harris and Dr. Brock- 
ett. All the property of these gentle- 
men was destroyed. bradstreet’s loss was 
total, but the books can all be duplicated from 
the central office. Mr. Colquitt lost his 
library, which was quite valuable. Mr. James 
Morris, manager of the Atlanta branch of 
Hubbard Bros., publishers, reports a loss of 
$2,500. He had an insurance of $1,000. 

The Wilson House was valued at about 
$25,000, and was insured for $12,000, The 
upper story was occupied by Mr. Keith and 
the stores on the sidewalk floor were occupied 
by Howard, Wood &Co., tobacconists, and L, 
Cohen & Co., liquor dealers. Howard, Wood 
& Co.’s stock was valued at, from $15,000 to 
$20,000 and was covered by insurance. Cohen’s 
stock estimated = at from ee 
OOO to $25,000, and was insured 
for about half the amount. The 
Wilson house furniture, owned by Mr. Keith, 
was Valued at $5,000 and insured $2,500. 

In the rear of the Wilson house were sev- 
eral business hguses. First wasthe salesroom 
of W. C.-Netf & Co., soap manufacturers. 
They had about three thousand dollars 
worth of soap in store and had no _ in- 
surance on it. Their loss was almost 
complete. Next to Neff & Co., was an estab- 
lishment where Dr. Bradfield manufactured 
his female regulator. AJl this was destroyed, 
and damage to the extent of $1,500, upon . 
which there was an insurance of $500. Next 
to Dr. Bradfield was the Abyssinian library. | 
This was the colored library, which had 
gained such popularity among the colored 
people. All the books were fortunately taken 
out before the fire reached the room. 

When the fire, which was consuming this 
row of buildings, was well under headway it 
appeared that the station house would go, but 
atver great efforts the flames were arrested and 
went no further in a southerly direction.

The 
saloon stock of Campbell & Johnson was val- 
ued at $4,000 and was insured for $2,000. The 
upper floor was occupied by Richard Cassidy 
as a cigar factory, and contained about $8,000 
worth of goods on which it was said there was 
five hundred dollars of insurance. This build- 
ing and alJl its contents was destroyed. 

On Alabama, west of fhe Wilson house, 
was a row of two story brick buildings occu- 
pied as wholesale business houses. The first 
of these was occupied by John R. Merchant. 
His stock was valued at $15,000 half of which 
was covered by insurance. 

Benjamin bros., wholesale cigars, were next 
to Merchant. They carried a ten thousand 
dollar stock and were fully insured. 

These last named buildings were owned by 
W. W. Simpson, and insured for $4,500. 

The National surgical institute over Dodd 
& Co., was damaged by the fire and water toe 
the extent of about $2,000. This loss is coy- 
ered by insurance. The building was not 
burned and was only slightly scorched about 
the windows. 

The buildings on the northeast corner of Ala- 
bama and Pryor were owned by ¢ aptain Harry 
Jackson, and the two together were valued at

Next to the Jackson buildings was a store 
occupied by Dunn, Johnson & Co. as a whole- 
sale grocery house. The flames did not reach 
itto doany hurt, but considerable damage 
was done to goods by the water.

The thames extended no further down the 
south side of Alabama street than the build- 
ing occupied by John Stephens. All the mer- 
chants below that point escaped loss except 
the three mentioned.

In the excitement that prevailed during the 
night Wickham was not thought of by any 


one of his friends who had an appointinent 
with him at that hour, repaired to the place 
agreed upon, and failing to find him, became 
uneasy. 

Wickman came to Atlanta with a carload 
of mules, which he intended to use uopnt he 
Georgia Pacific, and when he failed to meet 
his friend, as agreed upon, that friend sought 
Redd’s livery stable, where Wickman’'s mules 
are. There he ascertained that Wickham 
had not been seen since Friday night about 7 
o'clock. This information tended to increase 
his suspicion, which he‘imparted to Mr. Lee, 
who at once believed it true. The fears of 
these two gentlemen was soon made public 
property and the debris of the Wilson house 
was soon the attraction, for a score or more of 
men were put at work among the ruins. The 
bricks were hot, and at first the work was 
slow, but about 3 o’clock the body, or what 
was left of it, was found near the center of 
the pile of brick dust. When dug out from 
its resting place the sight it presented was a 
sickening one. One leg was entirely gone, 
neither arm could be found, and tie head 
had been entirely consumed. The back bone 
and ribs, with the bowels and one foot, which 
was found an hour afterwards, was all that 
could be found of the body. who but a few 
weeks ago was amid his friends and family. 

The remains were placed in a small, cheap 
pine box and removed to Swift’s undertaking 
rooms on Loyd street, where an inquest was 
held lastfnight. 

It appears from those who knew Wickham 
that he came to Atlanta with some mules, 
and when he reached the city Friday morning 
he had not been to bed since Sunday last. 
The long “‘sleepless spell’ of course had its 
effect, and his’ death attributed to 
this. He is represented as _ having 
been a young man of irreproachable charac- 
ter and was a meroberof the Catholic church. 
He was about 24 years of age, and leaves an 
aged father and mother in Virginis. His 
home was at @Columbia, Mluvana county, 
Va., where he has an abundance of property. 
His parents have been telegraphed the sad 
intelligence, and the body now awaits their 
instructions.

Mr. Dodd's Danger. 

Mr. Green T. Dodd says that when he was 
summoned to the fire he found Block’s build- 
ing in flames and saw ata glance that if the 
fire came across to the Wilson house his 
building, on opposite corner, was. in very 
great danger. On arriving at his place of 
business. he found his book-keeper, Mr Hall, 
in the room busy moving out his books and 
the contents of his safe. Very soon the fire 
was raging across the street in the Wilson 
house and across Pryor street in Captain 
Jackson's building, and he had but little 
time to get to work to. save his 
building. The fire companiescould not throw 
water higher than his second story—and at 
that time a very feeblestream. With the as- 
sistance of Mr. W. J. Tanner, Mr. Courier 
and Mr. Seymore, who were formerly in busi- 
ness with him, he went to the top stories, oceu- 
pied by the National Surgical institute, and 
commenced fighting the fire with water from 
the hose in his building. Mr. John A. Whit- 
ner, who came to his assistance with others, 
and they made a manly fight. It was a severe 
struggle as the heat from the fire 
across the street was intense. The 
window frame caught in the 
top story, and the boys used the water as 
freely as possible from the small hose. The 
fire gained on them and Mr. Dodd thought all 
was gone and finally said, “‘boys, the Philis- 
tines are on us, let us unload if we can,”’ and 
he went dewn stairs to have what he could 
moved out. The boysdid not give up the 
ship—they fought on and the wind changed 
and they whipped the fight. Mr. John 
Whitner received a severe cut on _ his 
hand from glass in the window’ while 
throwing water on the burning flames, 
and the others were badly  over- 
heated, but they saved one of the best blocks 
of buildings in the city, and they deserve a 
medal. ‘The friends of Messrs. P. &G. T. 
Dodd were congratulating them all day yes- 
terday on their escape, and once and a while 
when aman would say to Mr. Green Dodd, 
“Providence bad something to do with chang- 
ing that wind Jast night,’ he looked just like 
he was not ashamed that Providence was on 
his side. 

Mr. Robert McCrystal, who is a elerk for 
Mr. Kenmy, left his place of business last 
night after between 12 and 1 and went to his 
room in the Block building. He found the 
basement on fire, and immediately went to 
work to remove his property. le waked 
up Captain Leo, the architect, whe with his 
wife, had rooms in ae Jackson's build- 
ing.

What Mr. Block Saya. 

A Constitution reporter hada short con- 
versation with Mr. Block yesterday on the 
subject of his heavy losses.

The fire room and boiler are under tLe 
west side-walk of Pryor street. There is a 
coffee and peanut roaster about midway the 
basement, baking oven is on back part of 
basement, next to John Stephens’s, just 
where the coffee and peanut roaster is, is 
where the fire commenced. The fire was put 
out.Friday evening between 3)4 and 4 o'clock 
p.m. Men were working all around it until 
six that night, and saw no appearance of fire. 
My bookkeeper Captain O. F. Simpson, and 
his assistant, Mr. J. J. Covington, were in the 
office at work until ten minutes to eleven 
o clock at night, and when they left there was 
no appearance of fire, and no one left in the 
building. If it did not catch from this waste, 
I think the fire was the work of an incendiary.

We present elsewhere Dr. Felton’s rejoin- 
der to Mr. Hill's letter.

IS ATLANTA A CITY? 

A city is not simply a collection of people, 
‘except in the dictionary; a modern city isa 
collection of people comfortably housed and 
eircumstanced. Sherman’s army in camp did 
not constitute a city, no more than does one 
of the organized camp meetings at Lake 
Chatauqua or Ocean Grove. We are simply : 
collective body of citizens. Our people are 
enterprising, energetic and far-seeing in their 
private affairs; new houses and new streets 
appear rapidly, and our joint fame 
extends to distant paris of the earth. 
But still Atlanta is nota city in the best sense 
of the word. Cleanliness, healthfulness and 
safety of life and property are essential char- 
acteristics of a modern city—and Atlanta has 
only so much of the three as nature witha 

avish hand has given her. 

But for the natural drainage of the ridges 
upon which the town is chiefly built, we 
would io-day live in a quagmire; and in spite 
of all that nature has bestowed upon us, chil- 
dren, and even adults, frequently sink 
in the prevailing mud beyond their own 
strength. This same natural drainage has 
thus far given us absolute immunity from 
decimating disease, but. as the population 
thickens the want of sewers and an adequate 
water supply will be felt, and that, too, se- 
verely. And surely no one will say in the 
light of the desolated district on our chief 

* business street, that, Atlanta is a city in the 
respect of security of property from fire. 
The air of Saturday morning was heavy, 
damp and almost without disturbance. If a 
high wind and dry air had existed, there 
would have been little left of the business dis- 
trict south or even north of the railroads. At- 
Janta escaped a second destruction simply be 
cause Providence had so decreed, and not be- 
@ause her citizens had taken _ prop- 
er =~ steps to prevent such a

uncommonly fortunate. 

The fire of yesterday morning will stand as 
a dead loss of property unless it serves to spur 
us in making Atlanta a real city. If we con- 
fine the lesson to the matter of fires, it needs 
no newspaper article to make plain the im- 
mediate necessity of an efficient fire depart- 
ment and an ample and certain water supply. 
Brave as our firemen are—and braver or 
more patriotic men cannot be found—yet it 
will not do to depend upon a system that is 
essentially free to do as it pleases. No other 
city fifty thousand people 
depends upon such a happy-go- 
lucky system. It should be changed 
atonce. And so should the means of pro- 
curing water. The safety of twenty-five mil- 
lions of property now hangs upon the strokes 
of a pump—upon the continuity of a single 
20-inch pipe that is nearly four miles long— 
upon contains no guarantee 
against explosion.

New York Law on Insanity.

The assertion made by Guitean in the course of 
the trial yesterday that the decision of the court of 
appeals handed dow on Monday in the case of the 
people against John ov’ Conneil sustained his de- 
tense, is not borne out eii:her by the judyimeunt or 
the opinion of the court of appeals iu that case. 
O’Connell was convicted of an assault with intent 
to kil f™ This conviction was coitirmed at general 
terin, and is now again affirmed by the court of ap- 
peals. The defense was insanity., The trial judge 
charged the Jury that the prisoner wes “presumed 
te be asane man untii he eonvinces you by evi- 
dence that he isinsane.’’ The judge then defined 
insanity, and said: “If such was the prisener’s 
condition, he was relieved from the responsibility; 
otherwise he was responsible for that which he 
does.”’ In conclusion the judge said: * It you have 
a reasonable doubt from the evidence that the 
prisoner is guilty of this crime, then you should 
give him the benefit of that doubt.’’ 

It was from these parts of the judge's charge that 
the prisoner's counsel took his exceptions, and on 
which he sought to get a reversal of the couviciion. 
Both the general term and the court of appeals said 
that the trial judge was entirely right, and they 
aflirmed the judgment of conviction Nor is there 
anything newin the doctrine laid down in the 
opinion of the court of appeals, which was written 
by Judge Danforth. 

Precisely the same rule was laid down in the case 
of Lister Brotherton, whose conviction of murder 
in the first degree was affirmed by the court of ap- 
pealsin 1878. There the defense of insanity having 
been Miterposed, the trial judge charged the jury 
that “this allegation of insanity is an affirmative 
issue, Which the defendantis bound to prove,’’ but 
also charged it thatif ‘‘there is a well founded 
doubt whether this man was insane at the time he 
fired the pistol you will acquithim.’’ The conrtof 
appeals held here that no error had been commit- 
ted, and aftirmed the conviction. {n tne opinion 
given on Monday Judge Danforth refers approving: 
ly to this decision as expressing the settled law in 
this state upon the subject. ‘‘It is dificult to see,’’ 
saida lawyer yesterday, ‘‘what comfort Guiteau 
could derive from either case unless it was from a 
false pretence before the jury that the New York 
court of appeals had actually made a decision 
which helped him.’’

The reporter 
thought that perhaps it was her baby that is 
dead. 

While in North Carolina a runaway from 
the law. the:e came to the fugitives a wee 
little girl, who, when Kate and bob Sothern 
were captured, came back with them to Geor- 
gia. The baby was in jail with her parents, 
and when, after the conviction, Mrs. Sothern 
and Bob passed through Atlanta on their way 
to the convict camp, the little girl was a much 
sought for member of the party. Her name 
was Lula Grady Sothern. 

Mrs. Sothern went to Captain Jack Smith's 
camps to begin her service but never has she 
worn a stripe or been subjected to the regu- 
lations governing the other convicts. She 
was there nearly a year engaged in making 
clothes for the convicts. She then fell to the 
lot of Colonel Howard, who had his camps in 
Taylor county. She stayed there eleven 
months, and then Colonel Howard carried 
her to Bartow county. During the time she 
acted as a dumestic in the family and 
her husband was with her atl the 
time except during six months of 
the time when she was in Bartow county. 
Last February. Colonel Howard brought her 
to Atlanta and she has been lere since that 
time. Since she came tw Atlanta her hus- 
band has been with her consiantly. In fact, 
one would never suspect that the patient and 
pains-taking domestic in the family = ot 
Colonel Lloward was serving out aten years’ 
sentence forinurder. She has the treedom of 
the city, as it were, and with the balance oi 
the world went to see the exposition. She 
went under escort, of her husband 
wna displayed much interest in 
What she suw. She began her service in 1878 
and was 18 years ofage. She has six years 
yet to serve before she breathes the air oi 
liberty.

About four orfive yearsgago Kate Sothern 
was the greatest sensation of the times. Her 
name and history, with the tragic details of 
the crime, which she committed, ber flight, 
cupture, trial, sentence of death, and its cum- 
ulation to imprisonmentin the penitentiary 
for ten Vedis, turnished a heme 
tuken up wy the press and used tor ali it was 
worth. There Was much in these tacts that 
was of interest and the case grew in interest 
untilit was known over the entire country 
and written of and talked of by the peuple of 
the north as muchas by the people of the 
south, or even of Georgia alinost. The details 
of this woman's history furnish the material 
for a romance as thrilling as could be desired 
by the most extravagant concoctor of yeliow- 
backed literature. 

A very well-to-do. Pickens county farmer 
named Hambrick was the father of a more 
than usually good-looking mountain lass 
named Kate. Her eyes were blue, her cheeks 
were rosy and her dark hair fell about her 
shoulders, while wee bits curled in sly con- 
fusion above a brow that was broud, and 
as White as alabaster. Her step was elastic 
and she had in her ail the lifeand health that 
the pure breezesof the mountains could bring 
to her. 

Within the circle of this fair damsel’s friends 
and acquaintances there moved a dashing 
mountaineer named Sothern—Robert Soth- 
ern. Well, he wooed and won her, and in due 
season they were married. The bride was 
young, possibly as young as fifteen or sixteen. 
The current of their domestic happiness was 
undisturbed for some time, but finally the 
young husband began to divide his attentions 
between the fair partner of his joys, and an 
equally fair creatare, who, before his mar- 
riage, had shared his attentions. The name 
of this young lady was Narc:ssa Cowart. Mrs. 
Sothern pleaded with her husband to cease 
his attentions to Miss Cowart. 
The youn wife feared that her 
husband of a few months was being drawn 
into a whirlpool which would wreck their do- 
mestic joys. She grew intensely jealous. 
Things went on so until one night there was 
adance at her father’s house. Among the 
guests was Miss Cowart. When the ball 
opened Mrs. Sothern went to her husband 
and asxed him not to dance any with Miss 
Cowart. st is said that he made the promise

The jealous wife retired but watched the 
merry makers with an _ aching heart. 
About twelve o’clock she saw her 
husband step upon the floor with 
his wife's fair rival by his side. She went to 
him and remonstrated butin vain. Her hus- 
band turned from her to engage in the mazes 
of the dance with a woman whom she hated. 
Mrs. Sothern watched the dance for a while 
and then left the room. She went to he 
father. who was out of the house, and under 
the pretence of wanting to cut a tooth brush 
borrowed his pocket-knife. She returned to 
the room, where the dancing Was gotng on. 
The dance had just ended and Miss Cowart 
was walking toward a seat. With all the 
frenzy which rage and jealously could arouse 
the maddened wife seized her by the shoul- 
der, aad said, ‘‘You have danced enough.” 

Atthe same timeshe drew from the folds 
of her dress the open knife and with a terri- 
ble energy plunged the blade into the girls 
neck. The gash wasa trightful one and ex- 
tended toward the region of the heart. The 
warm blood spurted for several feet. The 
knife again descended, this time entering the 
left breast. The victim, already staggering, 
was dealt another blow, and fell to the floor 
dead.

The horror-stricken crowd surged about the 
door when Bob Sothern, realizing what had 
come of his flirtations, strode to the front 
and said: 

“Gentlemen, I am going to leave this house 
and take my wife with me—and we are going 
throughif we have to shoot through.” 

He drew his pistol, flourished it and the 
dazed crowd gave way while the man and wife 
darted through and disappeared in the dark- 
ness. A reward of $250 was offered by the 
Cowart family and 3150 by the state, but fora 
full year the fugitives were never heard of. 

Finally, they were heard of in North Caro- 
lina, and were brought back to Georgia, They 
were incarcerated in the jail of Piekens 
county, and with them was a little baby girl 
that had been born to them since their flight. 

Kate Sothern was tried for murder, con- 
victed and sentenced to death. Through the 
efforts of friends, Governor Co*quitt Was In- 
duced to commute her sentence to ten years 
in the penitentiary. 

On the 29th of May she passed through At- 
lanta on her way to begin the servigg of her 
sentence at the camps ot Captain Jack Smith, 
in Washington county. The crowd which 
pressed about the car shed on the ar- 
rival of the train was one of the 
largest, if not the largest, ever seen in 
Atlanta. It was simply overwhelming. 
She was accompanied by her husband and her 
baby. When the train stopped atthe depot 
a little ruse enabled them to reach the saloon 
and avoid the crowd. Assoon asthe crowd 
discovered thatthe trio had evaded them, 
they made a wild rush for the saloon. Every 
imaginable thing was done to secure a 
vliimpse of the fair convict. Some clinched 
on cars and other pressed up to the windows, 
Through a/] tuis Mrs. Sothern was calm and 
wore #1) almost spiritless and dejected air. 
She was dressed in adark dress and wore a 
black hat and veil. ‘She left at 11 o'clock at 
nighe and was gone for about three years, 
when the course of evenis brought her back 
to Atlanta to live.

He had a tuste as well asa talent for politics, 
and could hardly have failed of brilliant suc- 
cess if in due time be had entered fully upon 
a political career. That he never did so is 
explained by what explains so.much else in 
his destiny. He always had some friend, fre- 
quently a number of friends, for whose ad- 
vancement he was more concersed than for his 
own. He walked behind that others might 
go in front, and that he might have the hap- 
piness of pushing them on to place and power 
avead of himself. 

Perhaps the vocation to which he was best 
adapted, and for which, considering him all 
in all, he was best equipped, was literature. 
Descended from a line of scholars, he was 
himself a man of liberal learning. His taste 
in letters was pure and refined. He wrote 
with facility, and his style was ever lucid and 
graceful. Ile could clothe his best thoughts 
in composition so faultless that it seemed a 
classic drapery woven in words. In author- 
ship he attempted but little, too littie-to serve 
as more than an -earnest of what he might 
have accomplished. He wrote in part and 
edited in part a volume published under 
the title of “Biographical Sketch of Linton 
Stephens,” his share of Which was 
linely executed, and the’ book was favorably 
received by a limited and discriminating 
class of readers. Its merits entitle it to reach 
a wider public than if has yet greeted; that it 
Will gradually do so is almost certain. He 
wrote and delivered a numberof addresses of 
marked exccllence—among them several for 
“decoration” occasions in honor of the con- 
federate dead.

Col. Waddell was a native -of Abbeville 
district. South Carolina, was born December 
99d, 1832, and was the son of Rev. Isaac W. 
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-eelus, at first, not easily accounted for. But 
in literary matters the southern people ad- 
inire the potential, irrespective of its conver- 
sion into the actual.

His pa- 
rents removed to this state when he was quite 
young, and settled at Marietta; where his 
father was pastor of the Presbyterian church, 
serying ably and usefully in that position as 
long as he lived. Here James grew up to 
manhood. He graduated with distinction, re- 
ceiving one of the honors of his class in 1855, 
and in the following yearcompleted the study 
of law and was admitted to the bar. Entering 
D. Chis- 
lm, and settling at Cedartown, in Polk coun- 
‘ty, he practiced law until 1861, when he went 
into the military service as a captain in the 
20th Georgia regiment. He was promoted, 
during the succeeding year, first to the rank 
of major and then to thatof lieutenant colo- 
nel, and in the next year to the rank of colo- 
nel of his regiment. He was a brave and true 
soldier. Writing of him to the adjutant gen- 
eral, under date of March 14, 1564, Lieuten- 
&nt-General John B. Hood said: ‘I have the 
honor to bring to your notice the gallant con- 
duct and distinguished services’ of 

d. 1). Waddell, of  Ben- 
ming’s brigade. I know him to be a 
most efficient and energetic officer.”” In the

The pain requi- 
site to produce with excellence on a large 
scale has not yet become congenial at the 
south; and pain uncongenial, if long pro- 
tracted, is pain unendurable. 

He was married early in 1857 to Miss Me- 
dora Sparks, a daughter of Thomas H. Sparks, 
of Polk county. This union was crowned 
with every blessing (offspring al ne excepted) 
which is vouchsafed to fortunate and happy 
wedlock. Its only calamity was the one 
which brought its dissolution—the failure of 
her health, and her consequent death in the 
spring of 1880. He mourned ber with an 
inconsolable sorrow, and was never afterwards 
the man he had been before. His interest in 
life went out, and the natural desire to live 
was supported by a vague longing to thread 


the shades in loving _— of her spirit, and to 


have his body repose beside hers in friendly 
dust. The painfully disordered state of his 
own health, during the last year, had much 
to do with preventing moral reaction and 
with causing his mental depression to be per- 
manent as well as extreme. Belenging to 
one of the most staunch Presbyterian families 
in the land—staunch in intellect, in sacred 
Jearning and in piety, he received a raligious 
nurture and training, the influence of which 
never ceased to be in some devree authoritative 
upon his life; authoritative for guidance, 
often; and often, alas, for reproof. Liké too 
many others, he lived habitually upon a 
lower religious plane than that on which he 
was reared; but even when farthest away 
from his early moorings, he was non- 
religious rather than flagrantly irreligious. 
Though not a member of the church, he was 
always in close and cordial relation, socially, 
with many ot the ablest and best Christian 
men, and some of the purest Christian women 
of his time. Respecting the church itself, he 
no doubt often felt like a stray lambthat had, 
somehow, parted from the flock and wandered 
off into the wilderness. There is hope, how- 
ever, that at last be returned and. was admit- 
ted, not indeed into the visible, but into the 
invisible congregation of the just. A godly 
minister, to whom he could and did reveul 
his heart, is said to have it in hig power to 
bear presumptive witness of his fintl conver- 
sion. Contemplating him from the moral 
and emotional, rather than the dogmatic 
standpoint of religion, it is scarcely possible 
to believe that such a gentile, genial, noble 
spirit was doomed to go hence into a future 
state other than one of rest and everlasting 
felicity. 

At his death he lacked just a week of being 
forty-nine vears old. He died in Marietta, at 
the house and surrounded by the family of 
his affectionate sister, Mrs. Dr. Setze; other 
near and dear kindred, also, being present. 
He left noone from himself descended, to 
bear his name or revere his memory. But he 
will not be forgotten.

Besides this the controversial method has the 
great merit of being perfectly fair to both 
sides and constituting a semi-judicial means 
of settling a dispuie. When pistols or swords 
were used the combatant who was entirely 
in the right might be killed, merely through 
the superior swordsmanship or aim of 
his adversary. But in newspaper controversy 
it is always the best man that wins, or 
itis hisown fault if he does not: because, 
even supposing him to be inferiorin literary 
talent to his opponent, he can reinforce him- 
self by calling in assistance. He can retain 
counsel, hire expert symposiastic talent, 
and in this way make the balance perfectly 
even. The new method has been in use for a 
good while at the north, but has never been 
fully established at the south, because, 
though difficulties there frequently used 
to begin in the symposiastic manner in the 
newspapers, they were generally ended by 
a sudden resort to shot-guns.

HER HALF BROTHER TELLS OF 
HER CHIIDHOOD.

Her Residence in This Couniry and First Instruc- 
tionse—Standing on sa Chairto Sing, and Being 
Lecked Up When Obstinate—Early 
Struggles and Final Success. 


“I saw Adelina last week, after a separation 
of twenty two years. Directly I heard she 
had arrived in New York I hastened to her, 
and she greeted me with every sign of affec- 
tion,’’ said Signor Ettore Barili, a short time 
ago. the well-known professor of singing, the 
father of the much esteemed Professor Barili 
of Atlanta, and half brother and early in- 
structor of the world-renowned prima donna, 
Adelina Patti, who will arrive herein a few 
days. 

“Did you tind your sister much altered 
asked the reporter who was conversing with 
Signor Barili. 7 

“Very little. Of course, she hasa less youth- 
ful appearance; but who does not lou. older 
at thirty-nine than at seventeen, which was 
her age when last I saw her. Yet she is still 
the bright, piquante, dashing little lady whose 
marvelous voice drove the musical world of 
New York mad with admiration and astonish- 
ment more than two decades of years ago. She 
has retained all the earth at her feet ever since.

HER VOICE NOT IMPAIRED. 

‘Then her voice is in no wise impaired 

‘Impaired! Impossible! When I heard 
her sing at one of her concerts—an.aria from 
Lucia, another from Dinorah—I cried; I 
could not restrain my tears; it was perfect. 
And I gave her the first musical instruction 
she ever received. Strakosch says in the bi- 
ography he recently published of my sister 
that she came with her parents in 1844 to this 
country. That is not true. She was born in 
that year and did not come to this land until 
1847. Her father, Salvatore Patti, came 
the year previous: he had been offer- 
ed while in Europe the managership of 
the Palmo opera house in New York, and 
lad accepted the engagement, and his wife, 
my adien: followed a year later with her 
youngest child, Adelina. The rest of her 
ehildren remained a year or two longer in 
Europe at school. Let me say a word for the 
family. My mother, Madame Barili, was a 
widow with eight children at the time she 
married Signor Patti. She bore four children 
to her second husband: Amelia, Carlotta, 
Carlos and Adela. Amelia is the wife of 
Strakosch, the impressario. She has a 
magnificent contralto voice. Carlos was a 
creat violinist; had he lived he might have 
r'valled Paganini. Signor Patti, the father, 
was atenor artist of the highest reputation, 
and Madame Barili-Patti was the first prima 
donna of her time. Together my mother and 
ee sang in all the great opera houses 
in Europe, and their triumphs are still green 
in the memory of citizens of Naples, Florence, 
Milan, Lisben, Bareelona, Cadiz, Seville and 
Paris.”’

BORN IN MUSIC, 

‘You see, therefore, that Adelina’s talents 
are her inheritance. She was born in music. 
Her tiny ears were feasted with the most de- 
licious strains while she lay in her cradle, and 
her lullabies were the divine melodies of the 
great masters. When a little thing of fourshe 
would imitate her father and mother, whom 
she watched at rehearsals, and at seven years 
old she eould repeat almost any aria in the list 
of operas—of course, only by ear. About this 
time lL also came to New York from Europe, 
and [| established myself as an instructor of 
singing. Adelina was one of my pupils. She 
was under my care off and on almost up to 
the time of her debut in the New York Acad- 
emy of Music in 1859. What an event that 
was! Strakosch and his partner, Ullmann, 
were on the brink of ruin. “ Season after sea- 
son of opera had proved disastrous. Ullmann 
pooh-poohed the idea of Adelina’s engage- 
ment. Foolish man! She appeared. She 
saved him and made his fortune. Ah! The 
audience sat open-mouthed with  rap- 
turous astonishment. The opera was 
Lucia, and Adelina’s beauty and clear, 
silver voice roused the greatest enthusi- 
asin [ have ever witnessed in an American 
audience. They cried, they cheered and 
shouted themselves hoarse with encores, and 
the next day her name was on everybody's 
lips and there was hardly standing room in 
the Academy of Music for the rest of the sea- 
son. Think of it. Her salary was only $400 
a month, now she receives $4,000 a night. It 
is the only fairy story of the maiden from 
whose mouth golden pieces fell whenever she 
spoke, only Adelina is not a maiden.’’ 

TRAVELING WITH OLE BULL, 


‘Did she appear in public prior to her oper- 
atic debut?” 

“Yes; but quite in the role of the child. 
She traveled a season or two when ten years 
of age, or thereabouts, with Ole Bull. She 
used to stand on a chair and sing to Ole Bull’s 
violin accompaniment.. Then she sang at 
concerts, but of course her friends too fully 
recognized the glorious quality of her voice to 
allow it to be strained by premature exertion. 
I had plenty of difficulty with her when I was 
teaching her. She was an obstinate little puss, 
and often gave way to fits of passion. I used 
to lock herin a room and tell her that she 
could not have anything to eat until she had 
mastered her lesson. It was a struggle be- 
tween us sometimes, I assure you.”’

Larger Sales Reported Than During any Previous 
Season.

About this season of the year Jook out for 
valentines. The advice is unnecessary, per 
haps, for every stationer’s window is filled 
with these delicate missives of love. In just 
one month the bashful lover need no longer 


let ‘‘concealment, like a worm i’ the bud. 
feed on his damask cheek.”’ for he can have 
an opportunity to gush as tenderly as he 
pleases through the medium of a valentine. 
On February 14 the birds are said to mate, and 
on that day many a maiden in the past has 
been neatly captured by one of these silvered 
tokens, and, judging by the display of the 
present year, many more “‘lovesick maidens’ 
will succumb. The variety and quality of the 
valentines exhibited have never belore been 
equalled. A Star reporter visited the estab- 
lishment. of a veteran manufacturer of this 
style of goods and took a view of the new 
varieties. : 

‘The sales so far this season,”’ said the pro- 
prietor, ‘‘far exceed those of any gree 
year. [ have just gotten up the easel valen- 
tine, and it isan original idea; but it has al- 
ready been copied by other manufacturers.” 

The easel valentine referred to is mounted 
on stiff cardboard. At the back, attached by 
a hinge, is a flap which can be pulled away 
from the back and thus made to support the 
valentine in the same manner as the supports 
to the ordinary photograph frames. The val- 
entine proper was made of lace paper of both 
gold and silver hue. In the centre was an 
opening through which could be seen a neat 
picture at the extreme end. The whole deli- 
cate affair is fringed with colored ribbon, the 
latter being also a new wrinkle in the valen- 
time craze. 

Another beautiful specimen was contained 
in a box—or rather the box was part of the 
valentine. The outer covering was ornament- 
ed to represent precious stones and presented 
a very rich appearance. On the lid, in the 
centre was a scroll, on which the name of the 
fair recipient could be written by the hand of 
the lover. On raising the lid a mass of lace 
drapery was revealed, with a piece of fringed 
ribbon at each corner, the centre forming an 
avenue toward a very suggestive building—a 
church. This costs only $10. 

Other varieties were ornamented with gold, 
silver and diamond dust. The cheaper varie- 
ties, ranging from ten cents to one doles are 
principally composed of lace paper. In fact, 
it may be said that lace paper is the founda- 
tion of valentines. Some of the latter are so 
constructed that on pulling acord a miniature 
stage is revealed, with lace curtains and orna- 
mental scenery, while at the back a senti- 
mental youth and maiden are perched upon a 
baleony, gazing atamoon whose nearness 
would startle the ordinary observer in real 
life. Even for so trifling a sum as five cents a 
very pretty little memento may be purchased. 

One of the greatest favorites, however, is 
a pretty ornamented valentine, made of silver 
lace paper with a pair of small doors, on which 
is engraved the motto: ‘‘The one I love.’’ 
The fair recipient, wondering who her voung 
man really loves, opens the door and beholds 
her own face reflected in a mirror. 

The most suggestive of these love missives 
is a miniature altar, smothered in an ocean of 
lace and diamond dust, on which rests a plain 
gold ring, surrounded by the motto: ‘‘Do you 
accept?” Of course this sort of a valentine 
means business, and unless it isreturned there 
ought to be good grounds for a breach of 
promise suit. 

The valentine, however, which is dearest to 
the heart of the practical Joker and the aver- 
age ‘“‘Young American’”’ is the comic one. 
Thousands upon thousands are sold annually, 
and the subjects embraced are multitudinous. 
All trades, protessions and branches of busi- 
ness are represented. The latest comic valen- 
tine is that inscribed to the destroyer of ple- 
thoric pocket-books, the plumber. The sub- 
ject stands with his toolson hisleft arm, while 
from his right hand depends a long “bill of 
particulars,’ such as “‘looking at a faucet, $5,” 
etc. “Angling fora Husband”’ is the title of 
another valentine, which will make some 
young lady ‘“‘yearn’’ to fly atthe unknown 
sender.
